While we hope that the war is 
over, it nevertheless scems like 
expecting too much to look fora 
lasting peace in any of the South 
American Republics. The spirit

|BURSTING OF A GLACIAL DAM. 


A Lake High Among the Alps Saddenly 
) Empties Into a Valley. 

In the Austrian Tyrol is the well- 
known glacier several miles long ana 
about one thousand two hundred feet 
thick. On its way down the mountain 
itruns right across a valley. Water 
trickles into this valley above the 
glacier, which for years has been a 
barrier in the way of the collected 
streams, so they formed a lake high up 
in the mountain one thousand feet long, 
about three hundred and fifty feet wide 
and fully eighty feet deep 

About the middle of June last, says 
the New York Sun, the streams which 
fed this lake became unusually high, 
and the lake rose until its waters be- 
gan to flow over the top of the glacier. 
There was an immense pressure of 
water behind the glacier, and the 
stream flowing over its surface rapidly 
cut into the ice. Finally the top of the

glacier gave way. entirely. and the 
waters of the lake were suddenly pre- 
cipitated down the valley. Compara- 
tively little water had been flowing 
through the valley before, but it now 
became the bed of a roaring torrent.

Nomiuations and entries to all stakes must 
be made to the Secretary on or before the 22d 
day of August, 1891, Entries for the purses 
must be made two days preceding the race, ai 
the regular time for closing entries as desig- 
nated by the rules. Those who have numi- 
nated in stages must name to the Secretary 
in writing which they wil! start the day be- 
fore the race, at six p.m. Horses entered in 
purses can only be drawn by consent of the 
Judges.

But the Board 
reverses the right to hold a less numBer than 
five to fill, by the withdrawa! ot « proportion- 
ate amount of the purse. Purse to be divided 
pro rata. Fntrance fee, 10 percent. on purse: 
to accompany nominat ons. 


National Association Rules to govern trot- 
ting. but the Board reserves the right te trot 
heacs of any two classes alternate); , if neces 
sary to finish any days ra: es, or to trot a spe- 
shel tnee between heats. A horse making & 
walk-over sha!) b- entitled only to the entrance 
money paid in. When less than the required 
starters appear, they may contest for the en- 
trance money, to be divided as follows 6% 
to the first and 33% to the second. 


In divided purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money.
